WASHINGTON (AP) - Fidel 


Castro has been boss of Cuba 
five years this month. How is 
he doing? He is still there and 
still a pain in the neck to the 
United States, and a big embar- 
rassment. 


This noisy and flamboyant 


man is probably a pain to the 
Russians, too, but an expensive 
pain. The help they're giving 
him costs a pretty penny but 
they hardly dare stop, no matter 
how much they wish they could. 


They've taken Castro under 


their wing, he is their first foot- 
hold in the Western Hemisphere, 
and for them to let him flop 
would be an international em- 
barrassment. 


It's easy to belittle him. It's 


done often in this country: the 
low living standard in Cuba, the 
poor Cuban sugar crop, the regi- 
mentation of the people.

NEW YORK (AP) - Taper 


off? Quit cold? Take drugs? 
Take a "cure"? Switch to a 
pipe? 


Authorities say almost any- 


thing will work if you really 
want to quit heavy cigarette 
smoking. All it takes is wil 
power. 


A gimmick might help. 
Like counting the hours since 


the last cigarette. Or taking 
long walks. Or making a big, 
public boast—or a bet—you can 
do it. The cost in pride or mon- 
ey may keep you from back 
sliding. 


Most smokers have to go it 


alone, but a few can obtain 
drugs to soften the blow or go 
to clinics for professional ad- 
vice and moral support. 


One of the best known group- 


therapy clinics is the "five-day 
plan" offered by the National 
H e a l t h Foundation and Re- 
search Institute, founded by. the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church. 


Because the church prohibits 


smoking, its leaders evolved a 
technique two years ago for 
helping new members meet the 
requirement. 


About 1,200 smokers turned 


out Sunday night in New York 
City for the opening session of 
the "five-day plan," first in the 
city. 


They were given a pamphlet, 
fruit diet and a pep talk and 


told that by Thursday, 70 per 
cent of them would be non- 
imokers. 
Part of the session was de- 


voted to mass recitation over 
and over of the pledge:

:hoose not to smoke."

Cancer Body 
Hits Harder 
at Smoking 


LITTLE ROC K(AP) - The 


Arkansas Division of the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society is broaden- 
ing its education p r o g r a m 
against smoking. 


The program, termed by the 


American Cancer Society as 
one of the best in the nation, 
reached 75 per cent of the 
state's high school students last 
year in an effort to prevent or 
stop (hem from smoking. 


Tom Snodgrass, director of 


the Arkansas Division, said this 
year the society would extend 
the program into the fourth, 
fifth and sixth grades. 


Snodgrass said m o v i e s on 


lung cancer and pamphlets es- 
pecially designed for youngsters 
were given to 86,357 students in 
Arkansas, last year. 


Snodgrass says there is no 


way of knowing what affect the 
films and literature had on the 
older students, but the society 
feels it can be assured of re- 
sults at the lower grade level. 


By the time pupile reach the 


high school age level, Snodgrass 
said, they have formed more 
•igid opinions about whether 
they should smoke. 


The program is being encour- 


aged by the Arkansas Congress 
of Parents and Teachers which 
has passed a resolution to work 
with school districts in "teach- 
ing the harmful effects of smok- 
ing." 


The Arkansas Cancer Society 


will also expand its program at 
the adult level. 


It will ask 12 AFL-CIO Area 


Labor Councils in Arkansas to 
ihow anti - smoking films at 
meetings of their affiliated lo- 
cals. 


But other groups and state 


agencies have reported no ac- 
tion against smoking. Dr. Wil- 
liam Bucn, director of 
the 


state Health Department, said 
that agency has taken no action 
whatever against smoking. 


Dr. Joe Verser of Harrisburg, 


president of the Arkansas Medi- 
cal Society, said his group was 
awaiting the completion of the 
government report on smoking 
and cancer before taking action. 


The report was made public 


Saturday. 


The 
Arkansas Cancer So- 


ciety's youth education program 
was one of the first state-wide 
programs in the nation. 


In 1963, 15 regional confer- 


ences were set up and were at- 
tended by 940 delegates from 
schools in every county. 


Snodgrass said the volunteer 


workers who conducted the con- 
ferences did not."preach" to the 
students. Instead, they present- 
ed facts and encouraged discus- 
sions. "Is smoking worth it?" 
they asked the students. 


At one conference at a col- 


lege, Snodgrass said, a repre- 
sentative of a tobacco company 
was passing out sample cigar-
